conform with master planning 


Road widening projects slated for 
the Lompoc Valley and Santa Maria Val­ 
ley were found Wednesday by the Coun­ 
ty Planning Commission to be in con­ 
formance with the county’s general (mas­ 
ter) plan. 
County Road Department officials said 
the Floradale Ave. project from Ocean 
Ave. to Santa Ynez River in Lompoc 
Valley contemplates a four-lane divided 
highway to provide a main access route 
to Vandenberg A ir Force Base. 
Commissioner Robert C. Lilley, of 
Lompoc said Federal funds to construc­ 
tion of a four-lane bridge are available 
to tie the span job into the system. 
A ll right-of-way for the project has 
been acquired by the county except one 
parcel which will go to condemnation, 
county officials explained. 
While a four-lane divided highway is 
contemplated, plans as of now envision 
construction of only one-half width of 
the four lanes, starting some time after 
July 1. 
Bids are to be opened Thursday by 
Masked men invade 
Washington mansion 


in *250.000 theft 
Washington (U PI) — Four masked gun­ 
men broke into the mansion of Washing­ 
ton society woman Gwen Cafritz Wednes­ 
day night, terrorized the household for 
four hours and escaped with an esti­ 
mated $250,000 in cash and jewelry, 
police reported. 
It was the second robbery of the es­ 
tate in the past five years. 
Mrs. Cafritz, 56, widow of wealthy 
builder Morris Cafritz, said she was 
punched, kicked and forced to open a 
safe. Seven persons, including a guest 
and members of the Catriz servants staff, 
were bound and gagged with adhesive 
tape, police reported. 
The gunmen, all wearing stocking 
masks, 
surprised a Cafritz security 
guard about 7 p.m. The guard, a butler 
and two housekeepers were tied up before 
M rs. Cafritz and her escort, Herman 
Eugene Myers, arrived at the mansion 
about 10 p.m. The chaffeur was also jump­ 
ed and tied up after he had parked the 
car.

Funeral arrangements were pending 
today for an inmate at the Federal 
Correctional Institution, who may have 
taken his own life with an overdose 
of drugs. 
An official at the FCI found the body 
of Richard Lee Cook, 27, Tuesday in the 
orison’s third floor hospital area. The 
body was naked and bore 16 needle 
marks, according to the autopsy report. 
A homemade syringe containing some 
kind of drug was found beside the body, 
the officials said. Authorities were con- 
ducting a laboratory analysis of the drug 
today. 
Cook worked at the institution as a hos­ 
pital orderly. Officials said the man 
apparently took his own life while on 
duty in the hospital.

The teenager and the automobile is 
one of the deadliest and most costly 
combinations, according to insurance sta­ 
tistics. But the two local high schools, 
along with other public schools are at­ 
tacking the problem at the grassroots 
level in an attempt to make the rela­ 
tionship 
safer and 
less expensive in 
terms of lives, injuires and dollars. 
In an effort to find out more about 
the driver education and training pro­ 
grams offered at Lompoc and Cabrillo 
High Schools, we spent several days rid­ 
ing with students and interviewing a sam­ 
pling of instructors and officials. 
For the approximately 370 eligible high 


school students to be taught each semes­ 
ter this school year, there are cur­ 
rently 29 full and part-time driver train­ 
ing and three driver education instruc­ 
tors. Qualifications for instructors are 
regular teaching credentials, which us­ 
ually include college hours in driver 
training md education. A valid driver’s 
license is additionally required for driv­ 
er training instructors. 
Figures from the State Dept, of Educa­ 
tion reveal that in 1967-68, 783 Cali­ 
fornia schools offered driver education, 
with 328,796 students receiving the in­ 
struction, while 752 schools taught driv­ 
er training, with 269,063 participating. 
Lompoc high schools follow these 
guidelines: driver training, orbehind-the 


wheel instruction, is state required only 
if the student wishes to obtain his per- 
manent license between the ages of 16 
and 18. Upon application for this course, 
the student must be 1512 years old and 
be enrolled in or have completed the 
driver education portion of the State 
Requirements course. A bill recent­ 
ly passed by the legislature has revers­ 
ed the mandate for classroom driver ed­ 
ucation for all students. According to 
the State Dept, of Education, it “ must 
now be provided only for those who re­ 
quest enrollment ” 
Driver training coordinators are Dick 
Humble at LHS 
and John Gildea at 
Cabrillo; driver education instructors 
are Dave Reynolds, LHS and Bob Rad­ 


ford and Myron Webster, Cabrillo. 
With a minimum of 30 semester hours, 
driver education (a 45-minute class) ini­ 
tiates the pupil into the mechanics and re­ 
sponsibilities of driving. LHS and Ca- 
brilio offer six-week semester courses 
that explore areas formerly covered in 
separate classes, such as first aid and 
units on narcotics, alcohol, and tobacco 
and their effects on the driver. 
The teachers manual deals with, among 
other things, driving in regular and ad­ 
verse conditions, construction care and 
economical use of the automobile; causes 
and costs of accidents; provisions of 
the California Vehicle Code; and traffic 
laws.

SPRIN GVILLE, Ala. (U PI) - An alU 
clear was sounded today for this north­ 
east Alabama town of 822 persons which 
was evacuated when a string of burn- 
ing, derailed railroad tanker cars set 
off a series of explosions. 


In a dying gasp, the raging fires touch­ 
ed off two additional blasts before dawn, 
generating 2,000-foot high mushrooms 
of smoke and flame that lit the Alabama 
sky and shook houses 30 miles around. 
The exploding tanker cars were part of 
a 150-car 
Alabama Great 
Southern 
freight train that derailed Wednesday 
afternoon. 


Resulting fire and explosions hurled 
one freight car 30 feet into the air and 
the town’s wooden train depot and five 
houses were destroyed. 


Four injuries were reported, all of 
them minor, but officials ordered evao- 
uation of the town as a precautionary 
measure.

peace talks begin Saturday 


PARIS (U PI) — The united states and 
North Vietnam announced agreement to­ 
day that will enable the expanded Viet- 
nam talks to open Saturday in Paris. 
President Johnson hailed the agree­ 
ment but warned that fighting on the 
Vietnam 
battlefields 
may 
continue 
throughout the negotiations. 
The agreement came when both sides 
accepted a round table, with no markers, 
nameplates or flags to indicate whether 
the talks were “ two sided” or “ four 
sided.” They will be flanked by two 
small square tables for secretaries and 
translators. 
The bickering over the shape of the 
table centered on 'whether there would 
be an Allied team on one side and a Com­ 
munist team on the other, or whether the 
Viet Cong would be seated as a separate 
force with the South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment. The Viet Cong and Saigon each 
insist it is the sole representative of 
South Vietnam. 
The bickering continued for more than 
two months while men on both sides died 
in Vietnam, arousing outrage and indig­ 
nation among many persons in the world. 
The final size of the tables will be de­ 
termined by the French government 
which is host for the talks and which will 
call in cabinet makers to make them. 
South Vietnamese Foreign Minister 
Tran Chanh Thanh in Saigon immediately 
proclaimed it “ looks like victory.” But 
observers in Paris said it appeared there 
had been concessions to the Communists 
to get the talks started before Johnson 
leaves office on Jan. 20. 
Johnson, showing deep emotion on the 
procedural break-through that came four 
days before he leaves office, said the 
way had been cleared for the start of sub­ 
stantive talks and stated; “ We must be 
confident that an honorable peace is pos­ 
sible if we here at home remain steady.” 
“ We must pursue peace as deligently 
as we have fought aggression,” he said. 
“ And this year we have made steady 
progress for the peace we all devoutly 
pray for. I deeply believe that if we only 
remain united and stay together on this 
path we will achieve honorable peace in 
Southeast Asia.” 


President 
predicts 
good ‘69

WASHINGTON (U PI) -President John- 
son today predicted a “ highly prosper­ 
ous” economic year in 1969, but he 
warned Congress the nation must find 
some way to punch a nole in the ever- 
expanding price-wage balloon. 
“ We must find a way of combining our 
prosperity with price stability, “ Johnson 
told Congress in his final economic 
message. “ Reconciling these two objeo 
tives is the biggest remaining overall 
economic challenge facing the nation.” 


The President said the economy en­ 
joyed “ too big a year” in 1968, but he 
predicted the economic gains in 1969 
“ will not and should not be as large as 
those in 1968. 
“ But they will still make for a highly 
prosperous year,” he said. 
He called on Congress to take a “ do- 
cisive step toward price stability.” 
Johnson accompanied his recommen- 
dations with a report from his council of 
Economic Advisers which called tor a 
voluntary effort by both business and 
labor to dampen wage and price hikes. 


The 
recommended 
voluntary 
re­ 
straints would be made on the basis of 
guidelines which would ask labor unions 
to cut contract costs from the nearly 7 
per 
cent 
average 
rises of 1968 to 
around 5 per cent. 
In addition businessmen would be ask­ 
ed to help the cause by soaking up the 
first 1 per cent of any wage increase 
before raising their prices. 
Johnson dismissed the idea of forced 
government price and wage controls, 
calling them a “ dead end for economic 
freedom and progress.” 


Soviets in space comeback 
Ships dock, crews switch 


MOSCOW (U PI) - Two manned Soviet 
space ships docked today in orbit, the 
first time such a maneuver had ever 
been carried out. After exchanging crew 
members in another historic first the two 
Soyuz vessels disengaged and went their 
separate ways. 
For one hour, two of the three crew 
members from the spaceships Soyuz 5 
had walked in space as their vehicle re- 
mained locked together with Soyuz 4 
to form what the official news agency 
Tass called “ the world’s first experi­ 
mental space station.” 
The ships remained linked from 3:20 
a.rn. EST to 7;55 a.m. — four hours and 
a half. It had been expected they would 
remain linked for some time, but iiv 
formed sources in Moscow said the two 
capsules probably would land Friday.

Between the linkup and separation, 
research engineers Lt. Col. Yevgeny 
Khrunov and Alexei Yeliseyev clamber­ 
ed out of Soyuz 5 in which they were 
launched Wednesday with a third man, 
made their way along guide rails and car­ 
ried out various tasks. They then entered 
Soyuz 4 where Lt,Col. VladimirShatalov 
had been alone since his Tuesday launch. 
They remained aboard Soyuz 4 after the 
separation and cosmonaut Boris Volynov 
was alone aboard Soyuz 5. 
A British scientist said the Russians 
could keep such a space station aloft iiv- 
definiteiy and use it as a jum|>off point 
for a manned flight to the moon. Ameri­ 
can scientists also have saidaspacesta. 
tion was necessary for further space 
flights. 
The United States plans its first crew 
transfer with the Apollo 9 mission set to 
begin Feb. 28. 
Two astronauts will transfer via a 
pressurized docking tunnel between the 
three-seat Apollo command ship and the 
two-man Apollo moon landing space­ 
craft, called the Lunar Module, and 
launched with it. Later one astronaut 
will spacewalk from one ship to the 
other in practice for a lunar landing. 
The United States plans to launch its 
first rudimentary space station in 1971.

City Council last night approved the 
award of a $11,467 contract to the Bey- 
lick Co, to drill a new city well to serv­ 
ice Lornpoc 
The well will be located 
in the vicinity of Jasmine and Barton 
Avenues. 
Council delayed award of the bid by 
one week to allow the city staff to inves­ 
tigate 
the contention that Alexander 
Bros., 
a local drilling company, had 
been unable to bid on the project be­ 
cause of the manner in which the speci­ 
fications had been written. 


The staff report indicated that Koebig 
4 Koebig, consultants to the city on water 
matters, preferred gravel packed wells 
to other types on the basis that they 
provide greater water yield, longer use­ 
ful life and eliminate sand problems. 
City Utilities Director Em ile Scolari 
told the City Council that he concurred 
with Koebig Si Koebig and recommended 
the gravel type well. 
The city report showed that gravel 
type wells require two casings — a type 
of drilling that the local company is 
not equipped to perform.

Bespectacled Paul Francis 
Thompson’s 
business 
is 
“ books.” 
As the city’s new librarian 
he opened shop today in the old 
Carnegie library on South H 
Street — amidst the growing 
sounds and signs of moving. The 
city will move the library, lock, 
stock, book and magazine into 
the new facility on East North 
Avenue sometime next month. 
City library trustees hired 
Thompson on Dec. 10 to fill the 
vacancy created when Marie 
Wald resigned the $907 a month 
post in July 1968. 
Thompson, 42, lately of Tur­ 
lock, moved his family to 1408 
W. Pine Ave., three days ago. 
The home is about a Valley 
mile from the new library, 
which is under construction next 
to the city’s water treatment 
plant. 
Laving with him are his wife, 
Betty 
and 
three 
of 
four 
children. One of the children, 
JoAnn is a sophomore at Stan­ 
islaus State College. The three 
at home are, Dennis a high 
school sophomore; Mark, a 
freshman, and John, a seventh 
grader. 
In a brief interview Monday, 
Thompson noted that “ my busi­ 
ness is books.” The rain was 
falling outside and the canvas- 
topped 
trailer bearing their 
worldly goods was still parked 
at the curb in front of the house. 
Inside, Thompson and his wife 
and children were in the throes 
of settling in. "Hope you don’t 
mind a cluttered house,” he said 
as he opened the door. 
Thompson touched on many 
things 
whose 
common deno. 
minator was books. He said 
the three primary considera­ 
tions of a modern library were 


pleasure reading, adult educa- 
tion and a supplement to the 
schools. 
“ I don’t think the library 
should do the kind of job that the 
schools or the school libraries 
are doing. Neither do I think the 
library should attempt to do the 
highly specialized job that the 
library 
at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base is doing.” 


He spoke of the needtoestab. 
lish a policy for public use of the 
new 
library’s 
multi-purpose 
room; of the new coin-operated 
duplicating machine that will 
enable the library to provide 
copies of important texts; of 
the proposal for special exhibits 
linking books and magazines 
to the topical highlights of the 
day; ofabold new memorial plan 
whereby citizens 
can honor 
their loved ones with book gifts 
to the library. 
He also spoke of the uneven 
times that the city library has 
gone through. “ I understand,” 
he said, “ there was a certain 
amount of discord over selec­ 
tion of a site for the new lib. 
rary. That’s all past now. We 
have to move together to serve 
the reading public.” 


Thompson was born in Iowa on 
Nov. 6, 1926. He came to Cali­ 
fornia in 1943. He is a veteran 
of the United States Army and 
was self employed for the fol­ 
lowing five years. 
Thompson attended Modesto 
Junior College, San Jose State 
College and the University of 
Southern California. 
He began his library career 
in 1947 at the Stanislaus County 
Library, 
became 
assistant 
to the branch supervisor in 
1954. In 1957 he was appointed 
Turlock City Librarian, a post 
he held until he was hired by

Crashed SAS jetliner 
sent trouble message 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-“ We 
are having a little gear trouble 
and if it persists will advise the 
tower later.” 
That terse message was the 
last radio transmission 
from 
the pilot of a Scandinavian Air­ 
lines System DC8 before it fad­ 
ed from radar screens at In­ 
ternational Airport and plunged 
into the sea Monday night. 
A massive post mortem of the 
crash which claimed 15 lives 
has turned up a few facts, sev­ 
eral theories but no definite ex­ 
planation of why the jetliner 
pancaked nine miles short of 
the runway. 
There was some speculation 
in aviation circles that SAS 
Flight 933 might have slowed 
down to keep from overtaking 
a propeller-driven aircraft mak­ 
ing a landing in front of it in 
the rain and darkness.

Corporal Bouslaugh, on spe­

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Reagan administration promises 
no new taxes through F Y 1971 


“This is the operator. Your three hours are up!”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s top fiscal ad­ 
viser prom ised today California 
will have two additional years 
of balanced budgets and no new 
taxes. 
Finance Director Caspar W. 
Weinberger made the pledge in 
a speech prepared for the an­ 
nual meeting of the California 
state Chamber of Com merce. 
Reagan, whose proposed budg­ 
et to finance state government 
in the next fiscal year will be 
handed to the legislature Feb. 
4. has said it will be balanced 
with no additional taxes. 
“ I am also able to assure the 
people of California that not 
only can we present a balanced 
budget without new taxes for 
fiscal 1969-70, but we can do the 
sam e thing for 1970-71,” Wein­ 
berger said. 


He told the chamber that in 
drafting the 1969 - 70 spending 
plan, budget w riters, in effect, 
also planned the 1970-71 budget. 
“ It would be doing the state 
small service to balance one 
budget without new taxes, and 
leave a huge deficit for the next 
y ear,” he added. 
The next general election will 
be in 1970. 
During his first year in office, 
the Republican governor pro­ 
posed a $1 billion tax increase 
which the legislatureenacted.lt 
was the bigge.st tax boost in 
California history and the big­ 
gest for any state. 
Weinberger gave no hint in 
his prepared rem arks of what 
the next budget would total, but 
estim ates have placed it in ex­ 
cess of $6 billion. The current 
budget is $5.7 billion. 
But in 
promising balanced 


budgets and no new taxes, Wein­ 
berger also called for abolish­ 
ing "special funds” and freeing 
their contents for expenditure 
by the governor and legislature. 
"Special funds” are those fro­ 
zen by law for a certain speci­ 
fied purposes—such as highway 
construction — and are untouch­ 
able for any other state ex­ 
pense. Such funds represent 
about two-thirds of the state’s 
financial resources.

WASHINGTON—! N E A i 
Orville Freeman was in an 
expansive mood. 
With the 
clock running out on what 
one staff member called “ the 
second toughest cabinet job 
next to State,” he swung 
around in his chair to face 
his visitor and talked about 
eight years as secretary of 
Agriculture. 


It began w:*h $6 billion in 
surplus food in government 
bins and talk of agricultural 
obsolescence. It ended with 
the bins empty and talk of 
future starvation. 
And that 
last part may do for agri­ 
culture what Sputnik did for 


science and education, he 
says. 
“ A few y e a r s ago the 
whole world was terrified at 
the prospect of mass famine, 
and that helped. 
“ In 1960 agriculture was 
low man on the totem pole. 
In economics, the talk was of 
building 
steel 
mills 
and 
roads, airlines and hotels. 
Now it’s pretty well-accepted 
around the world that the 
chief requirement to build a 
viable economy is agricul­ 
ture. 
At a time when aid 
funds have been dropping 
very sharply, aid funds for 
agriculture have tripled.” 
For the most part, how­ 
ever, d e p a r t m e n t ac­ 
complishments over the past 
eight years have been done

Ezra 
Taft Benson, but he has con­ 
fronted many audiences of 
angry farmers, trying to ex­ 
plain to them the govern­ 
ment’s part in their destiny. 
“ I ’ve seen him standing on 
a stage for f o u r hours, 
answering belligerent ques­ 
tions from audiences so hos­ 
tile I wouldn’t even have let 
them in the door,” said a 
Freeman aide. 
Freeman at first turned 
down the s e c r e t a r y job 
offered by President Ken­ 
nedy, but accepted it after a 
Latin-American trip with his 
wife e x p o s e d him to the 
hunger needs of the world. 
Yet in the early months of 
last 
s u m m er 
the 
Poor 
People’s Campaign camped 


on his doorstep and held him 
personally 
responsible 
for 
starving children in Missis­ 
sippi by not freeing more 
funds for the food stamp and 
food distribution programs. 
And a television documen­ 
tary also laid the blame for 
hunger-swollen A m e r i c a n 
bellies squarely in his lap. 
“ It was a painful experi­ 
ence,” he remembers. “ They 
weren’t very careful with 
their facts and they made all 
kinds of statements and at­ 
tacks that simply weren’t 
true. 
“ 1 started the food stamp 
program by executive order, 
and today it’s reaching al­ 
most three million people. 
“ In the farm field per se 
I ’m not satisfied but I feel 


we’ve made real progress. 
The work we’ve done in the 
•vorld m e a n s we’re in a 
much better position to fight 
the war on hunger. All these 
things give me a feeling of 
reward.” 
He reaches down in a com­ 
partment alongside his desk 
and produces a glass of milk. 
He drinks part of it for his 
ulcer, another memento of 
15 years of public service, 
and strides off to another 
appointment.

dismissed. 
In doing so, the board may 
have set a precedent that will 
create turmoil and havoc in 
labor - management relations. 
My fears in this regard stem 
from

attributed to the union official. 
It 
was alleged that while 
arguing with a company em­ 
ployee he flipped the employees 
hair piece and asked “ How do 
you hold that thing on?” 
The 
board 
accepted the 
examiner’s finding that “ The 
flipping of the toupee, by itself, 
would 
not 
appear 
to 
be 
coercive.” 


in otner words, it apparently 
has given a free hand to both 
sides in a labor dispute to flip 
each other’s wigs. 
One does not need a great 
amount of foresight to envision 
the impact this likely will have 
on future labor negotiations. 
Bargaining sessions, as you 
know, are often highly emotion­ 
al affairs. Everyone is up tight 
to begin with, and angry and 
frustration builds rapidly when 
the talks hit a snag. 
Under these circumstances, 
what union official, upon having 
his latest proposal rejected will 
be able to resist leaning across 
the 
table 
and flipping the 
company president’s toupee0 
And what management repre­ 
sentative, when stalking out of 
the room after breaking off 
negotiations, will be able to 
resist giving a parting flip to 
his union counterpart’s hair 
piece0 
In these days of rampant 
baldness and the ever increas­ 
ing use of cranial camouflage, 
an outbreak of wig - flipping 


could wreak disaster on the 
labor scene. 
A 
management 
or 
union 
official who has suffered the 
indignity of having his wig 
flipped is hardly going to be in 
the mood for compromise. 
And don’t forget that many 
union members nowadays are 
women. You can readily ima­ 
gine how they would react. 
The entire country 
is in 
danger of becoming strike­ 
bound. Congress should move 
immediately 
to 
make 
wig^ 
flipping a violation of the Taft- 
Hartley Act.

Youthful pianist begins career as 
Community Concerts attraction

Thomas Uchtmann, pianist, was pre­ 
sented Monday night by the Lompoc Com­ 
munity Concert Association in the second 
concert of the current season. Uchtmann 
has just been signed by Community Con­ 
certs and is under contract for perfor­ 
mances in Idaho, Utah, and California 
during March. Though this was the first 
concert of what may be a long profes­ 
sional career, his studies were as a tui­ 
tion scholarship student in piano and 
composition at the Juilliard School of 
Music with recitals in New Jersey and 
New Jersey and New York’s Town Hall. 
Maturity and wisdom are not neces­ 
sarily products of age nor are the young 
always without them. Youthful in appear­ 
ance and shy of manner, Uchtmann gave 
evidence 
of 
possessing 
a 
musical 
maturity never acquired by many a per­ 
forming artist. His technique is accurate 
with the control to phrase well whether 
loud or soft. Each piece of music seems 
expression of his own personal involve­ 
ment which he readily communicates with 
those who hear him. 
The 
program 
opened 
with Bach’s 
“ Chromatic Fantasia and Fugue in D 
Minor.” It was played with a clean 
technique with inner voicings clearly 
balanced. With much contrast in dyna­ 
mics and phrasing, it might even be 
called a “ rom antic” or “ emotional” 
performance but was a welcome change 
to the “ finger exercise” interpretation 
so often heard. 
Two 
contrasting 
compositions 
by 
Brahms followed; the slower and weight­ 
ier “ Intermezzo op. 117 no. 3” and the 
lighter “ Capriccio op. 116 no. 1.” These 
were treated with a more transparent 
tone and with more attention to inner 
voicing than is often the case with 
Brahms. This lovely music of Brahms 
mature years was well served by such 
treatment. 
The Twentieth Century was repre­ 
sented by “ Five Preludes op. 74” by 
Alexander Scriabin (1872-1915). These 
very short last pieces of the composer 
represent his advancing mystical bent 
and growing use of “ modern” composi­ 
tional techniques. The atmosphere and 
great emotion of these were conveyed 
well, 
Beethoven’s “ Sonata in F sharp Major 
op. 78” contains only two movements. 
This sonata was played with a possible 
emphasis on melodic content and ex­ 
pression rather than structure. 
The second half of the program was 
devoted entirely to the music of Franz 
Liszt. There have been times in years 
past when Liszt was never programmed 
but pianists and audiences are rediscov­ 
ering this m aster of the piano. Obvious­ 
ly Uchtmann is devoted to the music of 
Liszt and plays it well. Liszt requires 
large powerful hands and a fleet tech­ 
nique as well as a lively sense of drama­ 
tic contrast. The great dynamic levels 
of this composer were not well served 
by the available piano but the artist made 
do. “ Funérailles” was beautifully phras­ 
ed and loud passages played without 
pounding, which was not easy. The osti- 
nate base was well handled and clearly 
defined. 
“ Sonetto del Petrarca, no. 104” repre­ 
sented the more calm and tender side of 
the composer and was played with its 
song-like quality of tone and phrasing. 
“ Mephisto Waltz,” which closed the 
printed program , is a diabolic dance 
telling an incident from the story of 


“ Faust.” It was played with well accented 
rhythms and fine contrasts of moods. A 
good performance of this work is a big 
order for a seasoned artist which makes 
Uchtmann’s accomplishment the more 
notable. 
The artist answered his warm recej>- 
tion generously with four im pressive en­ 
cores; “ Nocturn in E minor” by Chopin. 
“ Etude in D 
minor” by Scriabin, 
“ Rhapsodie no. 6” by Liszt, and “ Etude 
in A Major” by Chopin. 
This was a very rewarding concert for 


all who heard the young man. The audi- 
encct was especially attentive, with a 
noted absence of noise and movement. 
If the program seemed a little heavy on 
virtuoso selections it seems necessary 
for a young pianist to show his m ettle 
and this lie certainly did. 
As the pianist is working on his ad­ 
vanced degree at the University of Cali­ 
fornia, Santa Barbara, it is hoped there 
will be another chance to hear him. If 
so, local residents should avail them­ 
selves of the opportunity.

‘Public Broadcast Laboratory.’ 
Monday night’s ABC-TV collec­ 
tion included another undersea 
adventure with Jacques Cous­ 
teau, a study of child adoption, 
i profile of champion skier 
Jean-Claude 
Killy 
and 
an 
examination of urban problems, 
“ Cosmopolis.” 
For all practical purposes, it 
was extremely smart schedul­ 
ing for ABC-TV, for the net- 
work’s ratings are a particular 
washout anyway on Mondays. 
The 
NBC-TV 
competition is 
very rough with “ I Dream of 
Jeannie,” “ Laugh-In” and 
a 
movie. And the CBS-TV compe­ 
tition is the most successful 
ratings lineup on video: “ Gun- 
smoke,” 
“ Here’s 
Lucy,” 
“ Mayberry R.F.D.,” “ Family 
Affair” 
and 
Carol Burnett. 
ABC 
- TV's 
lineup, 
eli­ 
minated 
Monday, 
is 
“The 
Avengers," “ Peyton 
Place,” 
“ The Outcasts” and “ The Big 
Valley.” The most significant 
documentary 
of 
those 
that 
replaced the 
regular 
shows 
Monday night was “ Cosmopo- 
lis,” produced by JohnSeconda- 
ri and 
Helen Jean Rogers. 
Surveying a number of cities 
here and abroad, the broadcast 
outlined many of the problems 
we already are aware of-but, 
more interestingly also focus­ 
ed on numerous plans to make 
urban and suburban life more 
fulfilling in the future. Regional 
planning was strongly advocat­ 
ed. and some towns that have 


already been carefully created 
were shown. 
The 
fifth program in the 
occasional series entitled “ The 
Undersea 
World 
of Jacques 
Cousteau” was seemingly, at 
first, merely a light tale about 
the befriending of two seals by 
the crew of the oceanographer's 
scientifically — oriented ship. 
But 
as 
the 
hour 
passed, 
the training of the seals — and 
the growing trust and relation­ 
ship between them and their 
keepers — made for fascinat­ 
ing viewing, especially their 
useful mutual friendliness in 
adventures in the depths of the 
sea. 
The Killy documentary was, 
at times, on the border of a fan 
piece. But, after a while, the 
legitimate theme of a man who 
has reached the top in his own 
field-and is looking for new 
challenges-also held the view­ 
e r's interest, reasonably if not 
too passionately. 
His slight 
discomfort at the odd nature of 
Hollywood had a ring of truth to 
it, 
and 
somehow 
one 
was 
relieved to see him decide that 
the town’s opportunities were 
not, at this point, for him. 
“ To 
Love 
a 
Child,” the 
adoption tale, concerned the 
way a young couple went about 
getting a baby from an agency.

Conference, continued, “ Furth­ 
ermore, the feeling now is to 
carefully study any proposed 
alteration for at least a year in 
advance.” 
One thing that did bother the 
committee, however, was the 
rising cost of intercollegiate 
athletics.

meeting here, the group esta­ 
blished a fact-finding commis­ 
sion to survey cost factors in 
school athletic programs.

Are Jets best in AFL? 
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MIAMI, Fla. - (NEA) - The 
ultimate irony of the New York 
Jets as super-champions of the 
super - world of super - pro 
football is that they aren’t de­ 
finitively superior in their own 
province — the American Foot­ 
ball League. 
The Oakland Raiders are a 
better team overall, and the 
Kansas City Chiefs maybe,too. 
The Jets did have, for the one 
game, the super-whip of JoeNa- 
math. 
And 
the 
Baltimore 
Colts, 
measurably the best 
team in the National Football 
League, didn’t have anything to 
match it. 
That became evident to Gerry 
Philbin, who plays defensive 
left end for the Jets with All- Pro 
aplomb, on the first series of 
plays run in Miami’s Orange 
Bowl. 
“I saw our offensive line go 
down and hit and then the Colts 
went down,” noted Gerry. And 
late in the first quarter, when 
George Sauer 
was hit and 
lost the ball on the Jet 12- 
yard line, Gerry noted the de­ 
meanor of the offense as it came 
off the field. 
“ No heads were down,” he 
said. ‘They just told us, ‘Get 
the ball back.’ ” 
“ Us” 
was the defensive 
platoon of the New York Jets, 
the one with the weak secon­ 
dary and the overmatched tack­ 
les and the obscure linebackers. 
“ We were the Number One 
team in cur league on defense,” 
mused Gerry, 
“ but for two 
weeks before the game no one 
heard about us. We beat ’em 
physically. We almost shut them 
out. And we ran the ball down 
their throats.” 
The Jets did get the ball 
back, after the Sauer fumble, 
on an interception in the end 
zone, one of four perpetrated 
on the Colts. Then from the 20, 
Namath methodically marched 
the Jets 80 yards down the field 
to the touchdown which set the 
tone of superiority for the 
AFL — at least, for the one day. 
He ran four running plays 
down the middle to move the Jets 
close to midfield, exploiting the 
way Winston Hill at left tackle 
shoved around old and ailing Or- 
dell Braase on the Colts’ right 
flank. Then Joe hit Bill Mathis 


on a second down safety valve 
for six yards, picking up a Colts’ 
blitz. He threw a turn-in to 
Sauer for 14, a big third down 
play, came right back to Sauer 
on a square-out for 11. No two 
passes were the same. Joe de­ 
fied the Colts with a running 
play up the gut, then another 
pass, a swing to Matt Snell, and 
the Jets, unbelievably, were 
inside the 10-yard lineoftheSu- 
per-Colts. 
Matt Snell charged over right 
tackle for five big yards, right 
past 295-pound Bubba Smith. 
Then he slanted the other way 
to the vulnerable side of Colts, 
and bellied out for the four vi­ 
tal yards to the end zone. 
Suddenly you are aware of the 
poise of the Jets, a collec­ 
tion of misfits only half a dozen 
years ago. You expected them to 
be nervous. But they made no 
mistakes. They never jumped 
offsides, didn’t mess up hand- 
offs or miss assignments. The 
offensive line did a job holding 
the Colts off Namath. And he 
picked up blitzes to burn the 
Colts and make them respect the 
Jets as a mature, competent 
unit. 
Their touchdown meant t h e 
first lead ever held in a Super 
Bowl Game by an AFL team. 
Parity had been achieved. And 
maybe more. 
A] Davis, the man who built 
Oakland into an AFL power, 
specified, 
“ When they can’t 
cover Sauer one-on-one, and we 
do it with Willie Brown, you 
have to wonder. When we play 
the Jets, we take the threat of 
a Snell away. The Colts weren’t 
sure how to handle him. I’m not 
sure our league isn’t better in 
certain areas.” 
If that’s true, or even has a 
measure of verity, one perti­ 
nent fact about pro football em­ 
erges. There aren’t any more 
super teams, and haven’t been 
since the Green Bay Packers of 
a couple of years ago. Unless a 
coach gets ultra-lucky in re­ 
tooling old players, like Vince 
Lombardi was in his early days 
at Green Bay, there aren’t going 
to be any more super teams, 
with the current dilution of tal­ 
ent. 
One draft choice out of 26 
doesn’t build a super team. 


What is needed for one game 
like the Super Bowl is the whip. 
Bart Starr was it for the Pack­ 
ers for the first two games. Na­ 
math was it for the Jets this 
time. 
In their own way, the Jets 
dominated the Colts almost as 
much as the Packers dominated 
the Chiefs and the Raiders. 
And Philbin answered a question 
sardonically: 
“ The 
toughest 
games this year were against 
the Buffalo Bills when they beat 
us and Denver when they beat 
us.” 
Namath was cynical about the 
applause: “ The people cheering 
are the same people who were 
betting against us, who said we 
didn’t have a chance.” 
Artistically, the Jets are still 
flawed by an insecure secon­ 
dary. And they had a little luck 
riding with them against the 
Colts, 
who muffed valuable 
chances 
to turn the game 
around: A couple of possible in­ 
terceptions 
for 
touchdowns, 
dropped passes, failure to spot 
an open receiver in the end 
zone just before halftime. 
But the Jets were impressive 
in the way they went at the Colts 
physically and beat them down. 
Namath, on one of his greatest 
passing days, didn’t bother to 
throw the ball in tlve last 11 min­ 
utes of the Super Bowl and used 
up four and a half important 
minutes in one spurt of ground 
possession. The defense, back­ 
ed up against the one-yard line, 
made the Colts use four plays 
(including one negated by a pen­ 
alty) and a lot of valuable time 
to put the ball in the end zone 
late in the game. 
And speaking of time, the tele­ 
vision people used up a lot, too.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE 
CITY CODE RELATIVE TO DANC­ 
ES FOR MINORS 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
LOMPOC DOES HEREBY ORDAIN AS 
FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 1. Sections 5-1, 5-4, and 5-6 
of the Code of the City of Lompoc are 
hereby amended to read as follow«: 
Section 5-j. Definitions. 
For the purposes of this division, 
the following words and phrases shall 
have the meanings respectively as­ 
cribed to them by this section: 
.Cabaret. Any place where the gen­ 
eral public is admitted and where 
entertainment, 
including singing, 
dancing and vaudeville, is provided 
and where alcoholic beverages are 
sold. 
Dances for Minors. A public dance 
held or conducted exclusively for 
persons between the ages of 13 and 
21 years and to which only such 
persons within a specified age group 
are admitted as participants. 
Dance Hall. Any place where the 
holding or conducting of a public 
dance is carried on. 
Public Dance. A gathering of per­ 
sons in or upon any premises or 
place where dancing is participated 
in and to which the public is admit­ 
ted or invited with or without charge. 
Section 5-4. Same — Application. 
Any person desiring to obtain a 
permit to conduct or operate a public 
dance, dance for minors, dance tall 
or cabaret shall file a written applica­ 
tion with the Chief of Police not less 
than two weeks prior to the date of the 
dance. 
Such application shall set forth the 
following information: 
(a) Name, address and telephone 
number of the applicant. 
(b) Date, hours and location where 
such dance or dancing is pro­ 
posed and the admission fee to be 
charged. 
(c) Names of the persons having the 
management or supervision of 
the dance or cabaret. 
(d) Type of dance or operation to 
to be conducted, to wit: public 
dance, dance for minors, dance 
hall or cabaret. 
(e) Such other reasonable informa­ 
tion as to the identity or charac­ 
ter of the persons having the 
management or supervision of 
the dance as the chief of police 
may require. 
Section 5-6. Same — Investigation; is­ 
suance or denial; appeal. 
The chief of police shall conduct a 
reasonable investigation to determine 
whether the applicant and persons hav­ 
ing supervision of the dance are of 
good moral character — and whether 
the dance is proposed to be conducted 
in conformance with the provisions of 
this article. If the chief of police so 
finds and determines, he shall approve 
the application; otherwise, he shall 
deny the application. The city clerk, 
upon receipt of the application approv­ 
ed by the chief of police, shall issue 
a permit. The permit shall state the 
type of dance or operation to be con­ 
ducted, to wit: public dance, dance for 
minors, dance hail or cabaret. Any 
person denied a permit may appeal 
to the parks and recreation commis­ 
sion within ten days from such denial. 
The decision of the parks and recrea­ 
tion commission shall be final. 
SECTION 2. Section 5-13.5 is hereby 
added to the Code of the City of Lom­ 
poc to read as follows: 
Section 5—13.5. Dance for Minors. 
If a permit is issued for a dance for 
minors pursuant to this article, such 
dance shall be managed and super­ 
vised by one or more persons over 
the age of 21 years. No person under 
the age of 13 years or over the age of 
21 years shall be admitted to a dance 
for minors as a participant. No alco­ 
holic beverages shall be sold or con­ 
sumed on the premises at which said 
dance is conducted nor shall any per­ 
son who has consumed any alcoholic 
beverages be admitted or readmitted 
to said dance.

Cattlemen in criticism 
of quarter meat import 


“The first quarter estimates 
of imports for 1969 and the 
1969 quota figure unaer the Meat 
Import Law focus vividly on the 
absolute necessity of making 
some definite changes in the 
1964 
statute," 
according to 
Blair Smith, president of the 
California Cattlemen’s Asso­ 
ciation. 
“The Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture’s announced estimate of 
shipments in 1969 was 1,035 
million pounds. This appears 
not to be an estimate at all as 
the law required, but rather 
a statement of the volume which 
supplying 
countries 
have in­ 
formally agreed not to exceed, ” 
according to Smith. 
The California Cattlemen’s 
Association 
President 
added 
that with the 1969 quota estab­ 
lished at 
988 million pounds 
the Executive Branch of the 
Government 
has deliberately 
juggled the intent of Congress 
and given a green light for for­ 
eign suppliers to overship the 
quota by pproximately 50 mil­ 
lion pounds. 
“Determined efforts by all 
livestock organizations includ­ 
ing the California Cattlemen’s 
Association and the American 
National Cattlemen’? Associa­ 
tion will be made this year to 
tighten up the 1964 Meat Im­ 
port Law,’’ theCCAA President 
continued. “This is particular­ 
ly necessary because less and 
less of the imported beef, veal 
aod mutton is finding its way 
manufacturing charnel* aad 
Graze land

The possibility of a propo­ 
sal for a change in the formula 
approved last December by the 
County Board of Equalization 
and applied to reduce fair m ar­ 
ket values for property tax 
purposes on large Santa Ynez 
Valley grazing lands has been 
mentioned by county supervi­ 
sors. 
Third 
District Supervisor 
Daniel G. Grant who had devis­ 
ed the approved formula last 
year has brought up the matter 
to other county supervisors who 
sit on the Board of Equaliza­ 
tion with him. 
After applying the formula, 
the Board of Equalization made 
decisions in December which 
resulted in valuations in the 
Santa Ynez Valley cases which 
were about 25 per cent lower 
than the assessor’s figures. 
Since then, two of the land­ 
owners 
Involved, 
Theodore 
Chamberlin and Wallace Flem­ 
ing, have made application to 
have their ranch lands set up In 
agricultural preserves. 
Grant said that If the board 
wishes to review the capitali­ 
zation rate, he lias in mind a 
proposal to reduce the rate of 
7 per cent as applied to the 
Santa Ynez Valley cases. This 
would 
increase 
the assessed 
valuation on the properties in­ 
volved, he admitted. 
Such a proposal may run into 
opposition from north county 
supervisors Curtis Tunnell and 
Francis H. Beattie. Tunnell and 
Beattie both have felt the 7 
per cent capitalization rate fig­ 
ure was a conservative one. 
The board has continued to 
Jan. 27 to approve formal find­ 
ings and conclusions of law in 
the Santa Ynez Valley cases.

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Proceed with caution 


The County of Santa Barbara is about to set up another de­ 
partment and we consider the move with much trepidation. 
The impending formation of a County Defender’s office has 
been approved, upon recommendation of County Administra­ 
tor Ray Johnson, by the board of supervisors following a near 
six-year study of the problem. 
A County Defender's Office would provide legal represen­ 
tation for those charged with crim e unable to pay for private 
legal representation. Up to this time, indigents unable to af­ 
ford legal representation were assigned private attorneys 
by the court on a rotating basis. Private attorneys were paid 
for from county funds on a fee schedule which averaged last 
year at $105.54 for each court-appointed attorney. A total of 
1,909 appointments were made last year at a total cost of $201,- 
482.51. 
Proponents of the plan cite the savings obtained by Ventura 
County in going to a public defender program . In their first 
full year of operation, they report a cost per case of $39.39. 
Proponents also argue that during the fiscal year 1967-68, 
90 different attorneys were appointed by the courts to provide 
counsel for persons who could not provide their own. They 
state that with this number of attorneys appointed, there is 
reason to suspect that not all of them are skilled in criminal 
law. 
They also argue inefficiency under the present system. 
A defendant appears in court without counsel and the court 
appoints counsel. The case then comes up on calendar and 
sometimes due to the pressure of other business, the attor­ 


ney appointed finds it necessary to ask for continuances in or­ 
der to properly prepare his case. 
Our trepidations come to the forefront in relating the Pub­ 
lic Defender program to our area. In the past fiscal year, 
local attorneys in court-appointed situations handled 65 cases 
in Lompoc Justice Court and a good portion of 86 superior 
court cases in Santa Maria. For this, they were paid a little 
over $10,000. We doubt sincerely if a public defender’s branch 
office could be set up in Lompoc for less than $18,000 to $20,- 
000. 
On the m atter of crim inal law experience, Lompoc attor­ 
neys willing to take court appointments all have crim inal law 
experience. Far more, we are sure, than would the five pro­ 
posed attorneys who would be handling the major workload 
of a public defender’s office under five senior attorneys, two 
principal attorneys and a public defender. They would no doubt 
be recent graduates of law school. 
The local justice court states that rarely is there a delay 
in a case involving a court appointed attorney. If the court 
appoints such counsel and he is busy, the appointment goes 
to the next in line. 
We do not state that the total concept of a public defender’s 
office is without m erit. As of this time, we feel strongly that 
it is not needed in our own area and, we feel, in most of north­ 
ern Santa Barbara County. Heavy caseloads do exist in the 
more metropolitan Santa Barbara area. Perhaps it would 
be of much m erit to proceed with caution on this proposed 
over-all program. 
Don’t steal a steer 


Back in the good old days they used to shoot or hang rustlers 
and horse thieves. We’re less headstrong now, but we still 
have to deal with them. 
Cattle rustling is enough of an industry today in this state 
that the California Cattlemen’s Association has been forced 
to increase its rewards to anyone who leads to the arrest and 
conviction of a m iscreant. The bounty has gone up from $500 
to $750 for rustlers convicted of a felony and it has doubled 
for misdemeanors from $100 to $200. 
Not only the professional cattle thief is affected, either.

Tips for troops 


NEW YORK (NEA) 
Who said chivalry is dead? 
According to a book of etiquette just 
printed by Communist East Germany as 
a “ manual of good m anners” for its arm­ 
ed forces, kissing the hand of a woman is 
indeed a “ chivalrous gesture.” It is also 
recommended as an example of good 
Communist behavior. 
“The kiss on the 
hand, which is more 
a breath than a kiss, 
belongs, of course, 
on the back of the 
hand,” says the Red 
manual. “ If another 
spot 
is chosen, the 
gesture will far su r­ 
pass the gallant func­ 
tion of the hand - 
k is s /’ 
Specifically 
ad­ 
dressed to the soldiers of Communist 
East Germany, the 340-page treasury of 
Red courtesy bears the appropriate title 
of “ Refined or Not Refined —Chats or 
Good Behavior.” 
It is said to be the brain child of 
W alter Ulbricht, East Germ any's aged 
boss, who has the distinction of being 
the most despised Red chieftain not only 
in the capitalist West but also in the 
Communist East. 
Ulbricht convinced Russia’s rulers to 
invade Czechoslovakia. He feared, not 


without reason, that the wave of liber­ 
alism in the neighboring Communist 
state would find an echo in East Ger­ 
many. 
However, the unimaginative Russians 
made a fatal e rro r when they decided to 
include East German troops among the 
Warsaw 
Pact 
nations 
that occupied 
Czechoslovakia. 
Europeans, 
including 
Communists, 
have not yet forgotten H itler's invasion 
of Czechoslovakia in 1938 and the sub­ 
sequent tram p of German boots through 
their countries. They were shockedeven 
more by the presence of East Germans 
among the invaders than by the occupy 
tion itself. 
To add insult to injury, the East Ger­ 
mans obviously forgot that in 1968, un­ 
like 30 years ago, they invaded Czech­ 
oslovakia as Communist “liberators” 
and not as Nazi conquerors. Commun­ 
ists or Nazis, they proceeded to behave 
like German invaders and the Russians 
were soon forced to send them home. 
It is apparently to avoid future embar­ 
rassing situations — future invasions, 
perhaps? — that Ulbricht decided to is­ 
sue his book of etiquette. It provides 
every conceivable bit of advice on the 
conduct of the soldier “who does not 
only represent the People’s Army, but 
also socialist society and the German 
Democratic Republic.” 
For instance, drunkenness is a dis-

grace of the Communist arm y’s honor 
“ and drinking straight from the bottle 
is not done eith er.” 
If there has been a party in a pub­ 
lic place where certain quantities of food 
and drink have been consumed, the book 
of etiquette urges its readers “not to 
forget to pay. ” 
The m ilitary uniform is recommended 
as an entirely acceptable garb for all 
social events. However, it is not perm it­ 
ted to carry an um brella “when wearing 
a uniform .” 
Nor is it perm itted to tell jokes 
about the Communist German Democra­ 
tic Republic since this is an infringe­ 
ment on the pledge of allegiance to the 
Red flag. 
The M arxists-Lennists claim to have 
established a “ classless society. ” But, 
says the manual, fam iliarity between 
soldiers and officers is highly undesir- 
able. 
However, it is on relations between 
the sexes that U lbricht's book of eti­ 
quette is most eloquent.

Fundamental problem 


Keep your nose out of other people’s 
business and you’ll have a pretty dull 
time of it. 


The new Nixon Administration's funda­ 
mental problem in world affairs is to 
regain the initiative — the initiative — 
in foreign affairs. This has become a 
monumental task. But the objective is ab­ 
solutely basic. Unless the world’s leading 
nation holds the initiative for its own 
conduct it has no foreign policy. 
President Truman 
established our post­ 
war initiative in for­ 
eign policy with the 
profoundly important 
success of the Berlin 
airlift. 
On October 2, 1945, 
at 
Potsdam 
in 
U.S.S.R. 
pledged to 
the United States and 
the 
Allied powers 
“uniform treatm ent of the German popu­ 
lation throughout Germ any.” By June 24, 
1948, the Soviet had blockaded Berlin 
and we had to operate the Berlin air­ 
lift to keep the free area of Berlin from 
starving. 
This took more than a full year. But 
we did it, and won out and had we not 
done it and won out there would not be, 
by common consent, the free Europe that 
exists today. 
We retained the initiative in the F ar 
East (President Eisenhower) by achiev­ 
ing success in the testing-pass that Red 
China made against Matsu andQuemoy 
Islands. 
We retained the initiative (again Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower) in Latin America by 
our success in Guatemala and in the Mid­ 
dle East by the successful Lebanon land­ 
ing. And so on — until Cuba. 
The Bay of Pigs was the turning point 
in the fundamental retreat from the T w ­ 
in an-Eisenhower possession of the ini­ 
tiative. 
The basic fault was not that we at­ 
tempted to eliminate the threat of aCom- 
munist Cuba to the United States within 
our own defense perim eter, but that the 
attempt failed. 
Within a year and a half after the Bay 
of Pigs the U.S.S.R. had been so en­ 
couraged that Russia placed her troops 
and m issiles in Cuba. This required 
President Kennedy to “ confront” the 
U.S.S.R. He ordered the blockade and 
then, inexplicably, took It off within 30 
days. 
Within another year C astro’s subver­ 
sion was so damaging that President 
Kennedy was forced to make a Latin- 
American trip and tell protesting Latin- 
American chiefs of state that there was 
nothing he could do about it. Six elect­ 
ed governments promptly fell. Our an­ 
cient Monroe Doctrine, which typifies 
the essence of the principle of the ini­ 
tiative, was shattered in the catastro­ 
phic Cuban debacle. And the present de­ 
bacle in Vietnam was directly connect­ 
ed with the Bay of Pigs as well. 
Shortly thereafter, and at the worst 
possible time, em barrassed President 
Kennedy sought a meeting with Soviet 
Prem ier Nikita Khrushchev in Vienna. 
Khwshchev, by the President’s own 
statement, 
“bullied him .” And, also 
by the President’s own statement, he un- 
derstood this, saying that “ apparently 
Khrushchev had decided that anybody 
stupid enough to get involved In that 
situation (the Bay of Pigs) was lmma- 
ture, and anybody who didn’t see It 
through was timid and, therefore, could 
be bullied.” 
As a result, President Kennedy sent 
the first (16,000) combat troops Into 
Vietnam in a face-saving operation to 
prove to Khwshchev that the United 
States was not a paper tiger, a fact 
confirmed by Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk on May 9, 1966, 
On October 6, 1966, with the landing of 
a 4th Infantry Division brigade, Vietnam 
became the third largest war we have 
ever fought. On June 22, 1968, it be­ 
came the longest. What we are seeing 
in Vietnam is a long-drawn-out Bay of 
Pigs all over again. 
The fundamental weakness in our Paris 
talks position is that we cannot out­ 
last the enemy in Vietnam and, nev­ 
ertheless, Washington has refused to 
allow our forces to outfight him. Mean­ 
while the enemy buildup has grown so 
great 
that 
he 
cannot 
be 
driv­ 
en 
out 
by our 
present forces. Yet 
after all our ghastly sacrifices we can­ 
not afford a deal that is one-sided - 
their-sided. 
What American foreign policy must 


have to regain the initiative is a suc­ 
cess somewhere —a series of success­ 
es. It is widely said in our own State 
Department itself that our policy mak­ 
e rs “ have got so used to reacting that 
they have forgotten how to act.” This 


is the change required of the new Nix­ 
on Administration if the United States 
is to recover its foreign policy posi­ 
tion as the No. 1 nation in the world.

“ . . . When I hiredSm ithas manager, 
he promised that I’d soon have a going 
concern. He kept his promise. I’m selling 
the place tomorrow.” 
” . . . When Miss Pruttle joined our 
office staff, I was so overworked that I 
was going out of my mind—and she helped 


me. ’ 
“ . . . As a clerk, Mr.Ganeft was very 
active night and day. Even the goods we 
could never sell had been leaving our 
shelves.” 
” . . . At times Jenkins was capable 
of amazing speed; so we advise that, at 
the 5 o’clock whistle, nobody stand be­ 
tween him and the door.” 
” . . . Jones was careful to pace his 
production so as to engender no hostility 
among his fellows due to competitive ef­ 
fort between w orkers.”

MOVIE REVIEWS . . . As most of you 
know, the California Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, Inc., puts out out a sup­ 
plement to its monthly bulletin in which 
movie reviews are made and recommen­ 
dations made as to whether a movie 
should be seen by young people, teen­ 
agers, or adults, or by none of these. 
In the latest issue are some comments 
which are worthy of repeating.

An additional seven are either recom­ 
mended as family movies or for teen­ 
agers. The rest are considered strict­ 
ly adult shows.

Research cutbacks 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Adequate notice has not been taken 
of the fact that of late over-all U.S. 
government obligations for research and 
development have been declining in real 
dollars. 
Yet Soviet studies 
indicate that one ru­ 
ble put Into research 
does m o r e 
to in­ 
crease industrial and 
defense 
strength 
over the long run than 
H \ 
two rubles put Into 
plant expansion.

companies 
which

over the years have 
put large sums into research are those 
which have made phenomenal growth — 
International Business Machines, Hew­ 
lett-Packard, Control Data, Minnesota 
Mining and Manufacturing, Merck, East­ 
man Kodak, Syntex, International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph, to name a few 
at random. 
The major U.S. defense advances of 
the past two decades have come from 
far-ranging research and development 
programs. 
The same principles apply to pover­ 
ty, riots, crim e and education. There 
can be no adequate solutions, or even 
satisfactory partial solutions, without 
much greater em phasis on research. 
Ignorance in these fields is phenomen­ 
al. 
Little is known about the causes 
and cure of crime, poverty, riots or the 
ignorance that is handed on from gen­ 
eration to generation by families which 
have lived for years in what is euphe­ 
mistically called “culturaldeprivation.” 
Educational techniques lag distressingly, 


even for the average and above-average 
youngster. 
Defense technology is now in such a 
state of flux that new discoveries could 
change the balance of power within a dec­ 
ade. With this in mind, the Soviet Union 
has been increasing its research bud­ 
gets. Red China made certain that her 
m issile-nuclear scientists were spared 
the worst ravages of the Cultural Re­ 
volution. 
Unfortunately, the congressional-ad- 
ministration spending cuts of late have 
hit hard at research. Because research 
doesn’t show immediate results, cutbacks 
often seem Innocent when they are voted. 
The tragedy Is that the pay-off oftea 
shows up a decade or two later. Cuts 
made in 1967 and 1968 will show up In 
the late 1970s and early 1980s. But it 
will be impossible to turn back the clock 
then. 
Fortunately, President-elect Nixon’s 
key appointees are hard advocates of 
more research. Dr. 
Lee Du Bridge, 
president of the California Institute of 
Technology, who is to become White 
House science adviser, cannot talk to 
anyone for more than five minutes with­ 
out giving a pitch for more research. 
The Hewlett-Packard Co., headed by 
the next deputy secretary of defense, 
spends more on research per dollar of 
sales than all but a handful of maior 
U.S. companies. 
Robert H. Finch, secretary-designate 
for Health, Education and Welfare, is 
deeply committed to more research in 
crime, education and welfare. 
The problem is whether these men 
and the new administration wlU be able 
to turn the tide in view of the immedt- 
ate crises they will face.
